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Student praised after 
saving drowning dog 


A 12-YEAR-OLD Northamp¬ 
ton boy saved a dog's life 
when he jumped into Ab- 
ington Park lake and helped 
untangle the terrified pet 
from fishing wire which had 
become wrapped round its 
neck. 

Conor Henry, a pupil at North¬ 
ampton School for Boys, was walk¬ 
ing home with his friends through 
the park on Monday when he saw a 
group of people crowded around the 
lake looking at the dog which had 
become trapped near the island in 
the centre of the lake. 

The youngster, of Adams Avenue, 
Abington, said he felt compelled to 
do something to rescue the dog as 
no-one else seemed to be willing to 
go in the water. 

He said: “No one was doing any¬ 
thing so I jumped in. It wasn’t that 
deep so I waded across to the dog. 

“When I got there it had four dif¬ 
ferent wires around its neck and I 
tried to pull them off with my hands 
but ended up having to bite through 
them. The dog had apparently been 
there for 10 minutes and was start¬ 
ing to get very weak.” 

Conor ended up suffering a cut 
to his hand in his attempts to break 
the wire but did manage to release 


the dog which was later reunited 
with its owner. 

His mum, Una, said she was very 
proud that her son had got involved 
as she had always taught him to try 
to help rather than “walk on by”. 

She said: “He turned up on the 
doorstep, after his first day of 
school, soaking wet. 

“I didn’t notice he was wet at first 
because he had taken his blazer off 
doing it, so that was dry and it was 
only when one of his friends said 
he’d rescued a dog that I noticed 
he was soaking. I didn’t mind at 
all. The main thing was Conor was 
alright and the dog was OK. I was 
thrilled to bits he’d done it because 
we’ve had discussions before and 
I’ve always said to him that you 
don’t just walk by, you do something 
to help.” 

Conor was with his friends, Jacob 
Fowkes, Korey Grantham, Ollie 
Clark and Edie Ession, and video 
footage of the rescue was taken on 
a mobile phone. 

The young boy who had been with 
the dog when it became trapped in 
the wire ran home to fetch his fa¬ 
ther, who personally thanked Conor 
for saving his pet.

Husband 
admits to 
killing wife 


A HUSBAND has admitted 
murdering his wife with a 
lump hammer while she 
was in bed at the home 
they shared in a Northamp¬ 
tonshire village. 

Colin Adlard, aged 61, later told 
police officers he had attacked his 
59-year-old wife Wendy because 
she would not stop nagging at 
him. 

She had been dozing in bed at 
about 5.30am on Friday, January 7 
- the morning after an argument 
about mashed potato - when she 
was struck repeatedly with a ham¬ 
mer. 

At the time, they were sharing 
a bungalow in Chase Park Road, 
Yardley Hastings having only re¬ 
cently moved. 

Mrs Adlard was struck a number 
of times with a heavy hammer, 
sustaining fatal head injuries, and 
was declared dead at Northamp¬ 


ton General Hospital that day. 

Her husband, who contacted 
police himself after delivering the 
fatal blows, was arrested at the 
scene and charged with murder. 

In April, he entered a not guilty 
plea to the murder charge, claim¬ 
ing a defence of diminished re¬ 
sponsibility. However at Leicester 
Crown Court this week, he was 
brought from custody, where he 
had been held since his arrest, and 
he changed his plea to admit her 
murder. 

Wearing a grey sweater, white 
shirt and glasses, balding Adlard 
only spoke to confirm his name 
and guilty plea to the single mur¬ 
der charge yesterday. 

Judge Charles Wide QC ad¬ 
journed sentencing until later this 
month and remanded him in cus¬ 
tody. Adlard, who now faces a life 
sentence, is expected to present 
both psychiatric and psychologi¬ 
cal reports to the judge.

Open-heart surgery 
boy marks birthday 


A TODDLER from Northampton is approach¬ 
ing his third birthday with hope of a healthy 
life, nearly three years after an operation that 
a leading surgeon described as one of his 
toughest ever. 

Matthew Molloy will celebrate his birthday 
with a party at home in Grange Park on Sat¬ 
urday 

But in September 2008, Matthew was fight¬ 
ing for his life with a heart condition until 
specialists at John Radcliffe Hospital, in Ox¬ 
ford, decided to give him open heart surgery 
when he was less than three weeks old. 

Two back-to-back operations lasted 11 hours, 


after which his body was so swollen that clear 
film had to be put over his chest until he was 
well enough for the wound to be stitched up, 
which meant his dad Tim could actually see 
his son’s repaired heart beating. 

Mr Molloy said Matthew is living an almost 
normal life - including going to nursery and 
eating snacks, such as Wotsits - and thanked 
the doctors in Oxford and at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, who saved his son with their ex¬ 
pertise. The Molloys are trying to raise £5,500 
to buy a specialist bed for Matthew which 
would allow him to be fed overnight and help 
prevent tubes being pulled out. 


Trauma service 
cut at hospital 


A SERVICE that helps patients deal 
with the trauma of serious illness 
will close as part of Northampton 
General Hospital's (NGH) cost-cut¬ 
ting programme, the trust has con¬ 
firmed. 

It was reported in June that the four-strong 
clinical psychology service at NGH was un¬ 
der threat as part of the trust’s transforma¬ 
tion programme, which bosses hope will save 
£30 million over two years. 

Earlier this week, health chiefs confirmed 
the service will be scrapped as of October 21 
at a saving of £147,245 per year, most of which 
are believed to be wages. 


Patients who have been experiencing psy¬ 
chological problems related to their injury, 
illness or long-term condition have been con¬ 
tacted and advised how their future support 
can be co-ordinated to ensure continuity of 
care. 

It is likely the mental health trust, North¬ 
amptonshire Healthcare NHS Foundation 
Trust, will eventually take on the service, al¬ 
though it is unclear where patients will go in 
the meantime. 

Four staff - two clinical psychologists and 
their secretaries - may be found roles else¬ 
where within the NHS, in accordance with 
the hospital’s ‘transformation programme’ 
policy.

The money raised 
is split between the Towcester 
Juniors club and Cynthia Spen¬ 
cer Hospice. 


Crime falls 
in first half 
of the year 


POLICE have revealed they 
have seen an "encourag¬ 
ing" start to the year, hav¬ 
ing so far recorded a 5.7 per 
cent fall in crime in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

In Northampton itself there 
was a 2.1 per cent fall in recorded 
crime during April, May and June 
compared to the same three-month 
period last year. 

Police say that there has been a 
21.2 per cent fall in both burglary 
and vehicle crime in the town dur¬ 
ing the first quarter of the finan¬ 
cial year, with criminal damage 
down by 16 per cent. 

In total, there were 116 fewer 
crimes recorded in Northampton 
compared to the same period last 
year. 

Across the county, burglary was 
down 23.4 per cent, vehicle crime 
was down 19.1 per cent and inci¬ 


dents of criminal damage were 
down by 15.7 per cent. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said despite the initial good news, 
however, the force still faced a bat¬ 
tle to replicate last year’s crime 
reductions. 

In a report for Northampton¬ 
shire Police Authority he said: “It 
should be noted that crime levels 
during the second and third quar¬ 
ters of last year were much lower 
than in previous years. 

“This may prove challenging 
this year if crime levels do not 
see similar lower volumes as the 
year on year comparisons may be 
smaller than they are at present.” 

The only area to see crime in¬ 
creases so far this year was South 
Northamptonshire, where crime 
levels increased by three per cent, 
including rises in burglary, vehi¬ 
cle crime as well as criminal dam¬ 
age.

Obesity is a 
bigger issue 
than thought 


PEOPLE living in the East 
Midlands are underestimat¬ 
ing their weight issues, with 
only just over half of those 
with an obese body mass 
index classifying them¬ 
selves as 'obese' research 
shows. 

A study by private medical 
healthcare provider Bupa found 25 
per cent of those questioned in the 
East Midlands had a body mass in¬ 
dex (BMI) of 30 or over, classifying 
them as obese. The national aver¬ 
age is 27 per cent. 

However, when asked whether 
they suffer from obesity, just 14 
per cent answered yes. 

In total, 63 per cent of respond¬ 
ents from the East Midlands have 
a BMI of more than 25, placing 
them in the overweight or obese 
range and at risk of weight-relat¬ 
ed conditions such as diabetes and 
heart disease. 

Also, 28 per cent of those in 
the East Midlands, when ques¬ 
tioned, rated themselves as “very 
unhealthy” or “fairly unhealthy”, 
more than in any other region in

Britain and ahead of the national 
average of 23 per cent. 

The International Bupa Health 
Pulse Study asked more than 2,000 
people in Britain questions about 
health and lifestyle, including 
height and weight, used to work 
out BMI.

Town still 
short of 
rain water 


NORTHAMPTON is 
short of three months 
worth of rain at the end 
of a dull and cool sum¬ 
mer, according to a lo¬ 
cal weather expert. 

Temperatures in North¬ 
ampton were only just be¬ 
low the national average for 
August, a disappointing last 
month of this year’s sum¬ 
mer. 

The warmest day of the 
month was August 3, dur¬ 
ing a small heatwave which 
started at the end of July and 
crossed into August. 

Pitsford Weather Station 
based at Pitsford School, 
formerly Northamptonshire 
Grammar School, recorded 
a high of 28.2C. The coolest 
day of the month was on Au¬ 
gust 29, when temperatures 
reached just 14.9C. 

But the main concern that 


August brought was a dis¬ 
tinct lack of rain. 

The desperate need for rain 
in the county, and the rest of 
the country, was highlighted 
at the end of the July after 
months of rain deficits. 

The town is around three 
months behind on rainfall 
compared to the usual yearly 
average. 

Mike Lewis, the manager 
of Pitsford Weather Station, 
said: “August brings to an end 
a fairly dull and cool summer 
for Northampton. Of more 
concern is that the deficit of 
rainfall in 2011 continues. 

“So far this year we have 
only recorded 263.7mm, some 
way short of the 415mm we 
should have recorded by 
now 

“In other words, we have 
more than three months of 
rain to catch up on to balance 
the books,” he added.

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Police officers check vehicles as part of an Operation 
Guardian crackdown. More than 100 officers were involved 

Operation 
results in 
six arrests 


SIX people were ar¬ 
rested during a traffic 
operation as part of 
the latest police crack¬ 
down under Operation 
Guardian. 

About 100 officers, along 
with members of partner 
agencies including North¬ 
amptonshire Trading Stand¬ 
ards, HM Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms and the Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency 
(VOSA), were involved in 
the dual operation around 
Sixfields and near Tesco in 
Mereway last week. 

It is part of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police’s efforts to 
reduce vehicle crime, rob¬ 
bery and burglary within the 
county 

Six people were arrested. 
These included two people 
taken into custody for alleged 
possession of card-skimming 
devices, which can be used to 
obtain people’s bank card de¬ 


tails when they use cashpoint 
machines. Further people 
were arrested on suspicion 
of immigration offences, on 
suspicion of stealing a motor 
vehicle, and for non-payment 
of court fines. 

A motorist was fined £500 
by customs officers for run¬

VOSA issued eight prohibi¬ 
tions immediately banning 
unsafe vehicles from being 
driven on the roads. 

Five vehicles were im¬ 
pounded for defects and of¬ 
fences like no insurance or 
tax.

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Airfields 
urged to 
be vigilant 


THE USERS of airfields 
across Northampton¬ 
shire have been asked 
to keep an eye out for 
potential terrorists 
by the county's police 
force. 

Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice has launched Project 
Pegasus, a scheme designed 
to increase the reporting of 
suspicious activities at the 
county’s airfields. 

It is hoped the scheme will 
create a “more hostile envi¬ 
ronment” for people involved 
in such things as illegal im¬ 
migration, smuggling and 
terrorism. 

A spokesman for the force 
said: “Project Pegasus, 

through the provision of a 
local telephone number, pro¬ 
vides a structure for the re¬ 
porting of unusual activity 
or behaviour within the avia¬ 
tion community, believed or 
suspected to be linked to acts 
of terrorism or organised 
crime. 


Villagers take on turbine 'Goliath' 


VILLAGERS from a hamlet near Daven- 
try are getting set for what they have de¬ 
scribed as a ‘David and Goliath’ struggle 
to save their environment. 

Win wick, near West Haddon, has a 
population of only 40, but is getting 
ready to fight a planning appeal from 
energy firm E.On to build seven wind 
turbines nearby. 


The village’s anti-wind farm group, 
Protect Winwick, now faces potential 
bills of tens of thousands of pounds 
for technical and legal advice after the 
company appealed against Daventry 
District Council (DDC), saying it had 
taken too long to discuss the applica¬ 
tion. 

However, DDC has said the delay was 


due to E.On failing to provide extra infor¬ 
mation asked for by the council. 

To help fund their challenge, the vil¬ 
lagers have set up a fighting fund, with 
residents contributing what they can from 
their own pockets. 


“While it is almost impossi¬ 
ble to say with any certainty 
what a criminal or a terrorist 
might look like, an individu¬ 
al’s activity or behaviour can 
become suspicious in the con¬ 
text of the location they are 
in. Likewise, the unexpected 
or unusual presence of an 
aircraft or associated cargo 
may give rise to concern to 
members of the community.” 

The force has said possi¬ 
ble signs of criminal or ter¬ 
rorist activity could include 
people testing the security 
at airfields, taking pictures 
and making notes about secu¬ 
rity procedures or carrying 
unusual equipment such as 
chemicals or uniforms. 

They have also said airfield 
users should be on the look¬ 
out for people who want to 
use airfields in bad weather 
and for people who try to use 
aircraft which are unsafe. 

While pilots in the county 
have said they regularly keep 
an eye out for unusual events, 
they have said serious prob¬ 
lems are incredibly rare.

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ROADTEST: Seat Exeo Sport Tech 
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T HE four-mile, stop-start tailback on 
the A14 gave me the chance to eye up 
the Audi in the overtaking lane along, 
crawling and also going nowhere fast. 

Apart from the inevitability of the Audi’s 
position on the road (ready to pass, even 
while halted) the enforced crawl, and help¬ 
fully lowered passenger window, let me peer 
into my neighbour’s interior. 

Where I discovered a dashboard less 
smart than the one in front of me; because 
the Audi was an older generation of A4 
saloon and my Seat test car had borrowed 
its interior architecture from a later A4 
cabriolet. 

Confused? Well, the Exeo may wear a 
Seat badge but it’s really a mildly outdated 
Audi A4, with the production line unbolted 
from a German factory and moved to Spain. 
Where it produces the Exeo at prices Audi’s 
accountants would consider rather too 
generous. 

This economical way of giving Seat some¬ 
thing to top its range can now be had with 
an automatic gearbox, which is why you’re 
reading these words now. It’s a continu¬ 
ously variable system which should mean

the ideal gear for any occasion, helping 
performance and getting the last drop of 
work from every tank of diesel. 

It still takes a modest dip in economy 
and performance compared to the £1,505 
cheaper manual transmission model 
but compensates with a holiday for your 
clutch foot and a much more relaxed time 
around town, or crawling along an over¬ 
crowded A14. 

Technically minded readers will know 
that the Multitronic gearbox fitted by Seat 
doesn’t really have any fixed gears, like an 
ordinary auto, but seven gear-like steps 
are provided for keener drivers, controlled 
by up and down paddles behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

I expect after playing FI driver for a 
few minutes, most owners will leave the 
car to its own devices. I did. 

That’s how to get the most from a car 
that tries to relax you; 43mpg in a week’s 
work is a good way to calm things in the 
wallet department, for starters. I’d also 
save some cash (£1,400) and buy the SE 
version, not the Sport tested here, with 
bigger alloy wheels whose wider, flatter 


tyres provide a restless ride on typical Brit¬ 
ish roads. 

Then there’s the drone from the diesel 
engine, which reduces a bit as it warms up 
in the morning but remains a not-too-distant 
irritant even at a motorway cruise. I don’t 
recall the same problem in other Exeos with 
the same engine; perhaps it has something 
to do with its pairing with the auto gearbox? 

Moans over, the Exeo remains a smart 
motor with the same enviable fit and finish 
it once enjoyed in its life with four chromed 
rings on the radiator grille. 

It also looks remarkable value for money. 
The nearest equivalent new Audi A4 (more 
modern and a good car) costs £27,965. That’s 
£3,250 more than the Seat and for a car that’s 
nowhere as well equipped. 

The Tech tag on the test car means that 
sat nav, leather upholstery, a Bose sound 
system and iPod connection are added for 
£895, saving £2,440 over collating the items 
for the options’ list. 

Over at Audi the leather alone costs £1,315 
while cruise control and rear parking sen¬ 
sors also add to the bill but are standard on 
the Seat. And don’t even ask about sat nav...

Capel pleased 
with week off 


A WEEK off could do us some 
good. 

So says Northants head coach David

and physically for the game next week. 

“We’ve played well against them

and win that game, that can be our only 
focus.” 

As for what’s gone, Capel, rather than 
direct his attention purely toward the 
Surrey clash, thinks that the whole issue 
of promotion could have been settled if 
other games had been finished off. 

He added: “Of course I’d rather have it 
settled by now but it isn’t just the Surrey 
game where we’ve slipped up a bit. 

“We’ve dominated a couple of other 
games, against Glamorgan and Middle¬ 
sex, and if we’d have won just one of 
those we’d have another 13 points on the 
board. 

“Every club could say the same but one 


or two things here and there, and not just 
the last match, is what I would look at.” 

As for next week, Capel knows that he 
faces an anxious wait with regard to a 
number of injuries that have plagued the 
squad in recent weeks. 

“Mai Loye won’t have played for three 
weeks to a month come next week and 
the same goes for Jack Brooks. 

Capel continued: “Hopefully they’ll be 
fit and Jack will gradually build it up this 
week, but we have to be sure that they 
can get through a full four days.

NORTHANTS Formula 1 
teams Mercedes GP and 
Force India FI are confident 
of their chances ahead 
of this weekend’s Italian 
Grand Prix. 

The teams head to Monza 
this weekend for round 13 
of this year’s championship, 
with both county teams 
optimistic the high-speed 
track will suit their cars. 

Mercedes’ Nico Rosberg 
was positive after a suc¬ 
cessful weekend at Spa 
in Belgium last time out, 
where the Brackley-based 
team scored its best result 
of the year, with drivers 
Michael Schumacher and 
Rosberg finishing fifth and 
sixth respectively. 

He said: “I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to the weekend 
in Monza. We learned at 
the last race in Spa that 
our car can be competitive 
at high-speed tracks, and 
we definitely took a step 
forward there. 

“I am confident that we 
can do that again in Italy.” 

Meanwhile, Force India 
technical chief Andy Green 
said he was confident his 
team now had a car good 
enough to finish in the top 
10 at the remaining grands 
prix. 

After a disappointing 
start to the season the 
Silverstone-based outfit 
have managed top-seven 
finishes in each of the last 
three grands prix, bringing 
them to within three points 
of Sauber in sixth place in 
the constructors’ champion¬ 
ship. 

And Green said: “We 
expect the cars to qualify in 
the top 10, both cars, for the 
rest of the season. There is 
no reason why we shouldn’t. 

“That’s our target and 
we’ll try and stay on the 
tails of the big boys as 
much as we can and keep 
scoring points, trying to 
keep converting perform¬ 
ance into points, which is 
the target for the remainder 
of the season.” 
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EYES ONTHE PRIZE - Saints full-back Ben Foden is targeting winning the World Cup with England 

Foden has Cup dream 


SAINTS star Ben Foden 
dreams about emulating 
Jonny Wilkinson and win¬ 
ning the Rugby World Cup 
for England. 

Eight years ago, Wilkinson’s drop- 
goal in the last minute of extra time 
sealed England a 20-17 victory over 
Australia and their first world title. 

Mark Cueto came within inches 
of being the hero in 2007 - but his 
foot brushed the touchline as he 
dived over in the corner and South 
Africa were crowned champions. 

Foden’s dream is vivid and on 
Saturday he will take the first step 
towards turning it into reality when 
England launch their World Cup 
campaign against Argentina. 


“Ever since you were seven, you 
have it in your head that you want 
to be playing for England in a World 
Cup final,” said Foden. 

“You dream about that 79th 
minute, things are very tight and 
Foden makes an outside break and 
scores in the corner to win the 
game. Then you wake up! 

“Obviously the final is still very 
far away - but that is a distinct pos¬ 
sibility in the back of your head. It 
would be unbelievable. 

“I get excited just thinking about 
the team I am involved in. I know 
that we have got the confidence and 
talent to go on in this competition 
and do well. England have had some 
good history in this competition. If 
you can get to the stage we want to 


be at and play the way we want to 
play, we will compete with the big 
boys.” 

As much as Foden would love to 
live out that dream of being Eng¬ 
land’s hero, what is more important 
than anything to him is that the team 
triumph. In 2007, England’s power 
game and Wilkinson’s boot carried 
them past Australia in the quarter¬ 
finals and France in the semi-finals. 

As manager Martin Johnson said 
recently: “You would take winning 
ugly over losing every day of the 
week.” 

If that is how the World Cup pans 
out, you will not hear a moment’s 
complaint from the Northampton 
full-back - although it is not the 
plan. 


“If I have to sit on the wing with 
my hands in my pocket for the whole 
competition but we win it and bring 
back the silverware I’ll happily take 
that,” said Foden. “But I want to 
get my hands on the ball and be in¬ 
volved and that is one of England’s 
strengths we have that ability to play 
good rugby. We can tear teams apart 
out wide, but sometimes you have 
just got to stick it up your jumper. 

“The forwards in the last few 
games have shown that we have got 
a great scrum and a great line out, 
and they are key for any team going 
to a World Cup because that’s where 
you get your base from. Sometimes 
you have to win ugly and they don’t 
remember how you won it only the 
scoreline.” 


ARRON DAVIES says the Cobblers 
will need to ‘man up’ if they are to 
beat Torquay on Saturday.
